ELASTIC CURRENCY,

Seeretary Shaw suggests an “elastie
currency” in the form of national-
bank-note issues up to 50 per cent of
the banks’ bond-secured notes, to be
guaranteed by the government but not
to be secured by bonds or other collat-
eral, and to be subject to a tax of & or
6 per cent. There would, of courss, be
no profit or other object in isxsuing such
notes except when a searcity of eur-
rency forced the rates of interest above
G per cent, and the notes would be re-
deemed or withdrawn from cireulation
a8 soon as the loaning rates fell below
6 per cent. This would be an “asset”
currency, pure and simple, and while
the tax might be ample to secure the
govermment from loss, it is doubtful
if the prejudice against “asset” or ored-
it bank notes has sufliciently disap-
peared to make any snch scheme popu-
lar. The secretary says that the pres-
ence of this unsecured currency in rcire
eulation “would not alarm, for it would
not be known” But how does this
comport with the administration’s
much-bruited policy of “publicity” in
all governmentul affairs? An unsecur-
ed bank-nole issue whose amount was
not known might not in itsell enuse
“alarm”—but one can easily imagine
how this element of secrecy or uncer-
